
AU REVOrR AGAIN. 



Despite the cool weather that prevailed 
here yesterday the crowd that visited Worth 
was much largrer than on Tuesday, the big 
grandstand being well filled. The card was 
a good one throughout and was productive 
of stirring sport. Most interest centered in 
the fourth race, a handicap purse of $700, 
for three-year-olds and upward at one and 
one-sixteenth miles. Of the six scheduled 
to start Felix Bard. Scotch Plaid and Huz- 
zah were absentees. Speculation on this 
race was almost the heaviest of the meeting, 
both Bondage and Flying Torpedo being 
backed generously. The former went to the 
post a slight favorite. The race was pecu- 
liarly run, no fast pace being set until in the 
last quarter, where the contest resolved it- 
self into a sprint. Bondage led by a fair 
margin for six furlongs and when called on 
while turning for home easily held Flying 
Torpedo safe all through the stretch, win- 
ning by one length, the latter beating Moor 
the' same distance for second place. Flying 
Torpedo tired palpably when called on for a 
final effort and his race was a disappoint- 
ment to his many backers. 

Au Revoir proved to be much the best in 
the third race, a mile dash for three-year- 
olds. Off last and beginning slowly he loafed 
along back of the field in the first quarter, 
but when running down the backstretch 
gradually closed up on those in front of him 
and passed into the lead just after turning 
for home. He won well in hand by one 
length from Dan McKenna, which beat Gil- 
fain one for second place. Dan McKenna 
moved up fast in the last sixteenth and fin- 
ished going fast. Gilfain ran an impressive 
race for his first time out this year, tiring 
only in the last sixteenth struggle. He 
bears watching from now on. Sarah Maxim 
showed decided improvement over her last 
race. Soothsayer met with no mishaps. 

The opening race of the day, a five fur- 
longs dash for two-year-olds, was deemed 
by almost all present to be an easy race for 
Salto, the 3 to 5 favorite, and he certainly 
won as the odds indicated he should win. 
Off fourth, he dashed at once to the front 
and remained there, winning eased up by 
one length from Plea, which finished three 
lengrths before Unique for second place. The 
last named showed speed, but tired fast in 
the last eighth and would have lost third 
place to Dick Ripley in a few more strides. 
Riceful failed to break with the field as 
the barrier went up and consequently had 
little chance by the time she had got into 
her stride. 

The second race, a six-furlongs dash for 
three-year-olds and upward, went to The 
Forum, which was the medium of heavy 
backing by a wise few. Carrie I. led by a 
short margin for the first quarter, where 
Herodiade assumed an easy command, lead- 
ing by three lengrths at the eighth, post. 
Here The Forum, which had been pocketed 
slightly just before turning for home, moved 
up fast, and easily passing Herodiade in the 
last sixteenth, won going away by two and 
one-half lengrths, the latter beating Marco 
five for second place. Herodiade tired fast 
when challenged by the winner. Our Bessie 
ran a good race when It is considered that 
she ran away one and one-half miles before 
the start. Optional showed scant speed and 
can do much better. 

Don Domo is certainly the best two-year- 



old that has shown here thus far. Conceding 
weight to every horse in the fifth race, a 
five-furlongs scramble for two-year-olds, he 
had little trouble in finishing first. He led 
from start to finish, showing much speed, 
and winning well In hand by two and one- 
half lengrths from Determination, which beat 
Arnold K. six for second place. Determina- 
tion tired fast In the last sixteenth and 
swerved slightly toward the inside rail. Ed 
Guinzburg ran in improved form. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one 
mile and seventy yards for four-year-olds 
and upward, resulted in an easy victory for 
Alfred C., against whose chances as good as 
4 to 1 could be had. Off running, he led from 
start to finish, winning easily by two lengths 
from Alma Girl, which beat Frank M. a nose 
for second place. Alma Girl tired fast when 
the pinch came. Frank M. was badly pock- 
eted at the half mile post, and had to be 
taken to the outside. He finished going fast 
and would have been second in another 
stride. El Ghor came with a rush at the 
end and bears watching from now on. 

The track was fast, but the cool weather 
was not favorable for very fast time being 
scored.

At the stretch head it appeared as 
though he would be an easy winner, but 
lack of condition told at the end and Au Re- 
voir and Dan McKenna passed him in turn. 

L. A. Jackson arrived yesterday from 
California and will do the light weight rid- 
ing for the J. Coffey stable. 

J. C. Milam’s two-year-old filly Miss Cal- 
1am, by Faverdale — Ethelinda, which ran 
some creditable races at Lakeside this spring, 
died yesterday from lung fever. 

S. G. Morton has purchased from R. Brad- 
ley the two-year-old W. M. Perrish. 

The Don, S. S. Tracey & Co.’s three-year- 
old, is reported to be on the ailing list and 
will not be raced again for some time. 

P. J. Miles wired Secretary Jasper from 
Louisville, Ky., to reserve stable room for 
his horses, which will arrive at Worth in a 
few days.

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ST.LOUIS’ HOODOO STABLE. 

R. M. Westerfield came to St. Louis with 
a nice stable of platers and a boy well 
spoken of, Munro. Mr. Westerfield secured 
the old engine house on the backstretch for 
a stable. It is known as the “hoodoo barn.” 
The hoodoo is ten years old. Billy Magrane 
first started it. He occupied the barn when 
Frank K. was the best three-year-old in the 
west. Frank K. got fever and poked his eye 
out with a nail. Magrane, always a money- 
maker, went broke that season. 

Dick Stickney came along with Prime Min- 
ister in 1895. This colt had beaten everything 
in the south in the spring. He stayed at St. 
Louis all season, was sound and strong, but 
the best he could do was to run a dead heat 
with I..obengula. 

Stickney became angry over the decision 
and had an argument With Judge Burke 
which got him ruled off. Prime Minister could 
run a mile in 1:39 with stake weight up in 
the south. He could not run in 1:43 in the 
“hoodoo barn.” 

M. Hughes then tackled it with Lady Cal- 
lahan. Lady Callahan could step Harlem any 
time in 1:40. Hughes kept her at the “hoodoo 
barn” all season. She did not win a race, 
though she ate, worked and otherwise did 
well. She could not run in 1:44. 

“1*11 bust the hoodoo if it takes my life,” 
said Hughes. But he chucked it up at the 
end of three months, and got another barn. 
Then he won races. 

W. Fessenden came along in 1898. Fessen- 
den is bluff, bold, and was rich then. “I hear 
you have a ‘hoodoo barn,’ he said. “Give me 
a shot at it. I’ll knoc;k the hoodoo higher 
than a kite.” 

He got his crack. He had Pacemaker then, 
a 1:40 horse. Three of his colts died inside of 
a month, and Pacemaker could not beat a 
fat man. Fessenden went away broke. 

Mr. Magrane came back in 1901 and put his 
stable in the barn over night. Tuthill, a $5,000 
horse, died right off. 

Now Westerfield has it. He cannot win. 
His boy, Munro, well thought of, is riding so 
badly that the judges are after hin^ 

The barn can be seen from the grandstand. 
It is about the four and one-half furlong 
pole. It was originally used for a fire engine. 
It looks like what negroes call a “hant.”— St. 
Louis Republic.
